Weighed Over 4 Ounces;

Ragged and Sharp.
Anthony. X M, Oct 1. The most

violent and destructive storm seen in
this valley for the past 39 years seems

j to have centered at this place. It lasted
lor something nice 30 minutes a uring
which hail fell from the size of birds
eggs up to ragged chunks of ice weigh-in- s

over four ounces.
Every window light in town on the

north, not protected by strong screens,
was demolished and paper roofs as well
as some corrugated iron ones, were
punctureL

The storm did not reach south of
Vinton, three miles from here, nor did
It strike La Union or the Canntille dis-
trict

Chamberino reports rains and some
bail: La Mesa, the same, while San Mi
guel received a pretty heavy charge.

Mesquite was in the heavy part of the
storm while Berino was not hit heavily.

At W. C-- Mossman's ranch east of
Mesouite. the bail killed a calf, while

' all through this part of the valley.
ciucRena were Killed ana it is tnougnt
that rabbits and quail will be scarce.

The greatest loss is to growing crops
and fruit There is nothing left of
crops bnt the bare stems, hay In swath
was beaten into the mud and grain
crops are entirely lost

W. B. Carroll lost 90 acres of hay
already down: the Dairy farm, S. D.
Blair. A. Goodloe. J. S. Brooks and many
others lost their entire cuttings of al-
falfa.

F. G. Beik. on the-we- st side, lost sev-
eral thousand pounds of peaches and
apples. All fruit and shade trees were
stripped of foliage and it is thought
that the fruit buds were killed, aa the
bark was stripped from all orchards
around here.

Automobiliats had many narrow es-
capes. One car came through after the
storm with the top in ribbons. Heavy
wind shields were broken and one pas-
senger in a car caujht near Mesquite
was struck on the arm by a hailstone
that came though the top and It was
thought that one of the bones in bis
arm was broken.

Mrs. C A. Thompson suffered from a
couple of cuts on her arm front flying
glass from windows. All of the newer
iron roofs are battered as by great
hammers and at the residence of C A.
Thompson. hailstones were driven
straight through an iron roofed porch.

A large amount of the hall here fell
in ragred chunks while no other local-
ity reports any but smooth, round haiL
J. M Forsythe weighed one chunk af-
ter the storm was over that weighed
four and one-ha-lf ounces, and Mr. Belk
reports the same stse on a number.

The La Tuna drug store of L Jagers
was flooded with water, due to the
puncturing of the roofing paper.

J K-- Livesay, manager of the Valley
Mercantile and Banking company, re-
ports a peculiar incident afteAthe glass
was broken out of his window. The
hail struck a cardboard box in the of-
fice and made two holes in it On open-
ing same, six hailstones were found in-

side.
It Is Impossible to estimate the dam-

age done to buildings but it runs into
the hundreds of dollars while crop dam-
age is as many thousands.
